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Preface 


To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Members  of  the  Borough  Council 
Mr.  Mayor,  Aldermen,  Ladies  and  G-entlemen, 

I  present  herewith  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  the  District  drawn  up  in 
accordance  with  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  l/72  dated  January,  1972.  Included  in 
the  Report  is  the  Report  of  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 

Vital  Statistics 

The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  5,720  for  the  population  is  based  upon 
the  preliminary  report  of  the  1971  census. 

There  were  74  births  giving  a  Standardised  Birth  Rate  of  15.4  per  thousand 
population  which  is  a  little  below  the  National  Average  of  16.0  Deaths  showed  a 
drop  to  99  giving  a  Standardised  Rate  of  9.3  which  is  below  the  National  Average 
of  11.6  per  thousand  population.  There  were  no  infant  deaths.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICE 


1. 


There  are  two  hospitals  in  the  town,  The  Totnes  and  District  Hospital 
is  a  general  practitioner  hospital  and  has  2 4  beds.  Broomborough  Hospital 
has  135  beds  for  chronic  cases.  It  has  a  maternity  wing  with  13  beds  and 
cots;  this  unit  serves  a  wide  area  outside  the  town.

Laboratory  facilities  are  provided  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
services  at  Exeter  and  Plymouth.  The  chemical  analysis  of  water  is  under¬ 
taken  by  Public  Analysts  at  Exeter,  and  also  by  the  South  We st  Devon  Water 
Board.

The  Unit  visited  Totnes  once  a  fortnight  throughout  the  year. 


Under  the  National  Health  Services  Act,  1946,  the  County  Council  provides 
the  following  services: - 

Domiciliary  midwives,  home  nurses,  health  visitors,  supervisory 
care  of  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  children  under  five, 
ambulance  services,  vaccination  and  immunisation  procedures. 

Two  District  nurse/midwives  work  in  the  district  together  with  a 
health  visitor  and  a  nursing  assistant.  A  Child  Welfare  clinic 
is  held  at  regular  intervals  at  The  Borough  Park  Clinic. 

A  chiropody  clinic  is  held  for  the  handicapped,  the  aged  and  expectant 
mothers  at  the  Family  Welfare  Centre,  Pomeroy  House,  Bridgetown,  Totnes.

The  Area  Director  of  Social  Services  at  The  Family  Welfare  Centre, 

Pomeroy  House,  Bridgetown,  Totnes,  Telephone  Totnes  3665,  is  responsible 
for  providing  a  Social  Work  Service  under  the  Children's  Act,  the  Mental 
Health  Act  1959,  and  the  National  Assistance  Act,  to  the  elderly,  the 
mentally  ill,  the  physically  handicapped  and  homeless  persons  and  families. 

The  Social  Services  Department  also  administers  the  Home  Help  Service,  the 
Social  Work  Ser/ioe  to  schools,  the  Occupational  Therapy  Services  and 
residential  homes  and  centres.

INTERNATIONAL  VACCINATION  CERTIFICATES

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACTS  1948  and  1951 

No  action  was  necessary  under  these  Acts  for  the  compulsory  removal  of  persons 
in  need  of  care  and  attention.  No  burials  took  place  under  Section  50  of  the  1948  Act. 
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The  year  under  review  shows  little  change  in  the  established  work  pattern 
within  the  Department. 

The  refuse  collection  service  continued,  but  with  the  increasing  bulk  of 
refuse  it  is  becoming  difficult  to  maintain  an  adequate  service  with  the  present 
resources  of  staff  and  plant.  The  system  of  kerbside  collection,  although 
generally  condemned,  continues  to  operate.  Some  relief  from  this  imposition  is 
being  achieved  by  the  use  of  disposable  bin  liners. 

The  refuse  tip  continues  as  a.  scar  on  the  landscape  and  a  source  of  nuisance 
in  the  district.  The  difficulty  is  one  of  properly  controlling  use  and  disposal. 
This  can  be  done  only  by  much  closer  supervision  during  working  hours. 

Improvement  in  the  position  has  been  achieved  in  the  year,  but  only  at  the  expense 
of  the  collection  service.  The  time  given  to  this  work  simply  has  not  been  enough 
to  bring  about  the  necessary  control. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  the  large  majority  of  offices,  shops  and  railway 
premises  have  received  an  inspection  during  the  year.  The  nature  and  severity  of 
contraventions  found  in  these  premises  do  not  give  rise  to  any  particular  concern. 
Standards  are  generally  good.  No  accidents  in  these  premises  were  reported  during 
1971. 


The  majority  of  food  premises  likewise  received  at  least  one  general  inspection 
during  the  year. 

For  the  most  part  these  are  normal  well  run  businesses,  but  whilst  no  squalid 
conditions  were  found,  in  a  very  few  instances  a  marked  change  in  attitude  of 
responsibility  to  the  consumer  is  demanded.  Patience  and  persuasion  being  exhausted, 
further  advance  is  unlikely  to  occur  without  the  Lelp  of  statutory  enforcement. 

The  increased  throughput  at  the  local  bacon  factory  brought  about  the  necessity 
for  the  Council  to  appoint  a  fur thee  meat  inspector.  The  number  of  animals 
slaughtered  shows  an  increase  of  over  20,000  on  the  previous  year.  The  percentage 
of  meat  rejected  continues  at  about  the  same  level  as  in  previous  years. 

Only  14  applications  for  improvement  grant  approved  during  1971  do  not  reflect 
the  amount  of  work  carried  out  in  this  sphere  of  activity.  Investigating  housing 
conditions,  repairing  and  improving  property,  and  securing  the  rehousing  of 
occupants  have  formed  a  large  part  of  the  Department’s  work.  Far  more  effort  has 
been  expended  and  far  greater  benefits  achieved  in  the  year  than  are  shown  in  the 
statistics  of  this  report. 

The  real  problem  throughout  this  year,  as  in  many  years  previous,  has  been 
that  of  the  Inspector  maintaining  a  high  standard  in  each  aspect  of  his  work. 

The  same  services  have  to  be  provided,  the  same  laws  administered  as  in  any 
other  local  authority  of  comparable  type.  Procedures  become  more  detailed,  tech¬ 
nological  advances  more  complex,  the  general  public  more  demanding.  More  thought 
and  study  need  to  be  given  to  every  administrative  exercise  and  technical  application.

Time  has  not  permitted  of  this  specialized  consideration.  In  consequence 
important  matters  have  tended  to  be  either  treated  superficially,  handled 
erratically  or  deferred  completely  in  the  hope  that  at  some  time  in  the  future 
they  might  be  tackled. 

This  is  one  of  the  problems  I  hope  to  see  reorganisation  of  local  government 
solve  with  environmental  health  departments  having  the  proper  breadth  of  function, 
dignity  of  status,  recognition  of  purpose  and  depth  in  resources  tha.t  are  demanded 
by  the  work.

3.  SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAG-E  DISPOSAL 

Report  of  the  Borough  Engineer  and  Surveyor 

Modifications  to  the  remedial  system  of  sewage  treatment  are  enabling 
a  reasonable  standard  of  effluent  to  be  produced,  although  results  are  somewhat 
inconsistent,  and  of  course,  fall  short  of  required  standards. 

In  the  meantime,  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  schemes  for  Totnes  have 
been  prepared  and  agreement  is  being  sought  from  all  interested  bodies.  In 
due  course,  these  outline  proposals  will  be  submitted  to  the  Department  of 
the  Environment,  for  technical  approval,  following  which  working  drawings 
and  specification  will  be  prepared  and  tenders  invited.
